have occupied Mukden. 


TOKYO, March 9.—(Bulletin)—Official confirma- 


tion is given that the Japanese have cut the railway 
north of Mukden. The pursuit of the Russian army 
continues. The casualties in this battle will probably 
exceed 100,000. 


CASUALTIES OVER HUNDRED THOUSAND. 


TOKYO, March 9—Messages from the front stafe that the battle before 


Mukden has been the bloodiest of the war. 
Over 8,000 Russians lie dead be- 


fore General Oku's army alone, it is said, and it is expected that reports from 
other armies will treble the number. The casualties on both sides will profa 
ably exceed 100,000. The only retreat for General Kuropatkin's army is now 
by road and a light railway via Fushun. 


RUSSIAN OFFICIALS VERY UNEASY. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 9—A Russian correspondent reports 
today 


that the Japanese divisions are north of Mukden. 
Officials here manifest' 


the greatest uneasiness as the indications are that General Kuropatfcin 13 
hemmed in by the enemy. It is reported that the Japanese have occupied 
Putiloff Hill.

JAPANESE CIRCLE IS TIGHTENING. 


LONDON, March 9—The latest indications based on the war reports 


from the scene of battle are that the Japanese circle is tightening about Muk- 
den from the northwest. The Russian left is falling back on the fortifica- 
tions along the Hun river. A heavy engagement is proceeding in the neigh- 
borhood of Imperial Tombs, northwest of Mukden. On the north the Japan- 
ese are advancing on Ungungun. 


RUSSIANS MAKING STUBBORN RESISTANCE. 


TOKYO, March 9—A dispatch from Manchunan headquarters this after- 


noon says the Russians are making a stubborn resistance and have made 
several counter attacks in the Mukden operations. 
The Japanese repulsed

Consider Kuropatkin's Chances. 


The great question now, and tho 


one over which the general 
s,taff 


burned its lights late into the night, 
is whether Field Marshal Oyama baa 
entangled the Russians in his strate- 
gic net sufficiently to prevent a suc- 
cessful retreat to Tie pass. General 
Rennenkampff's force to the eastward 
admittedly is in great danger of being 
cut off, and a considerable force of 
Japanese appears to be operating on 
the Russian right well toward Tie 
pass. If the Japanese succeed 
in 


reaching the railroad and interrunting 
traffic, if only for a few hours, it may 
have the greatest consequences for 
General Kuropatkin, who is now en- 
gaged in a literal race with the Jap- 
anese to reach a naturally defensible 
position 40 miles northward. Thus far 
he has stood off all attacks directly 
against the flanks of his army, and 
holds the way of retreat open. He'un- 
doubtedly was forced to abandon a 
number of siege guns on his Shakhe 
position, but if he succeeds in turning 
over the army intact, with the princi- 
pal portion of its artillery tram, to his 
successor, the Russian case will be by 
no means desperate, for Oyama will 
again have missed his quarry and a 
comparatively barren 
victory 
will 


have been purchased at enormous cost 
of life.

Mukden, March 9. — The Russian 


army is leaving positions south and 
southeast of Mukden. The sky is 
lighted with the brilliant glare of 
burning warehouses, where tons of 
commissary supplies have been given 
to the flames. The retirement is be- 
ing effected 
in perfect order, the 


Russians beating off attacks of pursu- 
ing Japanese. 


The withdrawal was necessitated by 


a heavy concentration of Japanese 
west and northwest of Mukden, whith- 
er they have transferred a large sSare 
of the forces of the southern front to* 
reinforce the original striking force of 
General Nogi. 


The Russians still hold their posi- 


tion at Madyapu, where a strong at- 
tack is expected at any moment. A 
division of Japanese troops has ap-

north of Mukden 
on

heights west of Hushatai station. 


The Japanese Wednesday night at-

attained through the failure to frame 
an effective personal registration law 
but it appears not. The corruption and 
bribery of election officers will make 
the crime more 
easy of accomplish- 


ment 


It seems evident that the treaty or 


protocol with San Domingo will only 
be approved by the Senate

number of amendments 
have been 


made. 
There is a general and srati 


fying indication among the senatorr 
to diregafd partisanship in the matter 
and to come to a satisfactory agree 
ment concerning it.

Effort Made to Award Governorship 


to Lieut. Gov. McDonald-Plan 


to End Contest, 


Denver, March 9.—The vote taken 


yy the general assembly of Colorado, 
meeting in joint convention to con- 
sider the gubernatorial contest, estab- 
ished the fact that none of the re- 
ports submitted would receive a ma- 
jority at the present time. 


Twenty-two Republicans combined 


•with the Democrats on a test vote, 
and these Republicans," it is reported, 
have agreed to stand together in favor 
01" seating Lieutenant Governor Jesse 
A. McDonald as governor There are 
44 other Republican members that can 
be depended upon, it is said, to vote 
for James H. Peabody, the contestor. 
This is flve less than a majority. The 
Democratic vote of 31 on joint ballot 
•will be cast solidly for Governor Alva 
Adams. Immediately after the joint, 
convention assembled a motion was 
made for the adoption of the majority 
report of the contest committee in 
favor of seating Peabody as governor. 


The Democrats were silent, and a 


Peabody Republican member moved 
as an amendment the adoption of the 
Democratic report in favor of Adams. 
Another Peabody Republican moved 
the adoption of Senator Morgan Alex- 
ander's report, declaring the gover- 
norship vacant, and awarding the of- 
fice to Lieutenant Governor McDon- 
ald 
Speaker W H. Dic^son made a 


point of order that the Alexander re- 
port could not be accepted, as there 
were only two parties to the contest, 
Peabody and Adams. Chairman Mc- 
Donald 
(lieutenant gbvernur) sus- 


tained the point of order. 


The assembly refused to sustain the 


chair by a vote of 52 to 42. This 
places the Alexander report before the 
joint convention. Before a motion 
could be made on the minority Repub- 
lican report in favor of Governor Ad- 
ams a motion to tal\e a recess was 
carried overwhelmingly. 


Plan to End Contest. 


Denver, March 9—A plan for dis- 


posing of the contest over the gover- 
norship and retaining Adams in the 
chair was announced by the Adams 
supporters. It is to be brought about 
by the aid of certain Republicans, 
though they will not be required to 
vote directly to seat Adams 
Accord- 


ing to the claims of the Adams people, 
they have secured the signatures of 22 
Republican members of the legisla- 
ture to an agreement to vote down all 
three reports from the contest com- 
mittee. With the 31 Democrats, who, 
it is reported, will act with the Repub- 
licans a'bove mentioned, the result 
will be a majority of 4. By defeating 
all three reports the effect will be to 
allow Adams to retain his seat. On 
the other hand, the Peabody Republi- 
cans claim that they have 46 pledged 
to stand together for Peabody, and 
that this pledge was made in caucus. 
A committee was named and instruct- 
ed to use every effort to keep before 
the joint assembly the Alexander re- 
port in favor of seating Lieutenant 
Governor McDonald, and ignoring the 
claims of both Adams and Peabody. 
They hope in this way to eventually 
•win away enough McDonald men to 
give a majority for Peabody.
